One of the greatest basket ball teams 
that has ever represented North went 
through the entire season with but two 
defeats and sixteen victories. 

This fast and rangy team was com¬ 
posed of Melvin Good, Bill Pallwitz, 
Andy Higgs, Julius Bellomo, and 
James Ahern. Paul Smith and Louis 
Yazman took Ahern’s and Bellomo’s 
places when the latter two were grad¬ 
uated at mid semester. 

Coach Johnny Johnson guided the 
team to the first undisputed city title 
since he has been coaching at North. 
The team defeated Roosevelt, East, 
and Lincoln twice each. The first Lin¬ 
coln game went into three overtime 
periods before Riggs dropped in the 
winning basket. 

The Polar Bears also downed Mar¬ 
shalltown and Valley Junction twice 
and Fort Dodge, Indianola, and Fella 
once. Their only defeats came at the 
hands of Pella and Grinnell. 

The honor of winning the first sec¬ 
tional tournament North has ever 
won also went to these sharp shooting 
Polar Bears. They downed Roosevelt, 
East, and Lincoln on three successive 
days. The following week North, one 
of the favorites to win the state title, 
journeyed to Boone where they were 
defeated by the strong Grinnell team 
26 to 16. The Polar Bears just couldn’t 
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find their stride while Grinnell was 
hitting baskets from all angles of the 
floor. 

Melvin Good, Bill Pallwitz, and 
Andy Riggs were honored on the Reg¬ 
ister and Tribune’s all-citv team for 
their fine play during the season. 
Riggs was second in the city scoring 
race. Pallwitz and Riggs were also 
placed on the Iowa Daily Press Asso¬ 
ciation’s all-state teams; Pallwitz was 
placed on the first team and Riggs on 
the second. The Register and Tri¬ 
bune’s all-state selections honored 
Pallwitz on the fourth team at guard 
and Riggs and Good as honorable men¬ 
tion. 

Scores of the team’s victories the 
first semester included their victory 
over Marshalltown 19-14, Fort Dodge 
12-11, Roosevelt 16-14, East 22-17. 
Valley Junction 31-10, Lincoln 27-25, 
and Indianola 48-29. The second se¬ 
mester they defeated Roosevelt 15-13, 
Pella 24-20, East 36-23, Valley Junc¬ 
tion 38-9, Lincoln 18-16. and Marshall¬ 
town 24-13. Their lone loss in the reg¬ 
ular season found them at the short 
end of Pella’s 30-9 score. In the sec¬ 
tional tournament they scored vic¬ 
tories over Roosevelt 31-12, East 19-17, 
and Lincoln 14-12, before their 26-16 
defeat at the hands of Grinnell in the 
district tournament.

This year the members of the North 
High track team, under the tutelage of 
Coach Ronald Lynarn, proved them¬ 
selves to be a first class team. Five 
meets were entered by the Pink and 
Green trackmen, besides the annual 
Drake relays, district, state and city 
meets. 

North won all five meets, winning 
the State Indoor meet at Iowa City, 
the City Indoor meet at Drake, Valley 
Junction relays, Oskaloosa relays, and 
the Grinnell relays. 

Undoubtedly the best performance 
was given in the annual state indoor 
meet, which was won by the Polar 
Bears. In this meet there was plenty 
of stiff competition with the last race 
deciding the meet. The anchor run¬ 
ning of Captain Archie Lucas was the 
deciding factor in this race. Other 
members of this relay team were 
Smith, Fairchild and Lewis. North 
also won the two-thirds mile relay, run 
by Gross, Bishop, Phillips, and Lucas. 

In the City Indoor meet North gar¬ 
nered 82 points to 50 for Roosevelt, 
who was second.

Phillips set another 
record in the low hurdles in :06.2, 


while Gross cleared 20 feet 8 inches in 
the broad jump for another record. 

North walked off with the Valley 
Junction relays with a total of 65 
points. Melvin Good set records in 
the discus and the javelin throw and 
took second in the shot put. Other rec¬ 
ords were set by the half mile relay 
team of Bishop, Stevens, Phillips, and 
Lucas, and also by Gross in the broad 
jump. 

In the Oskaloosa relays. North, 
through their superiority in the re¬ 
lays, nosed out a strong field of con¬ 
tenders to win by scoring 42*/2 points. 
The mile relay team of Smith, Fair- 
child, Lewis, and Lucas broke the rec¬ 
ord in their event. 

In the annual Grinnell relays the 
Polar Bear tracksters, again through 
their superiority in the relays, easily 
won the meet, scoring a total of 55 
points. The running of Lucas was the 
feature in this meet. He anchored all 
three of North’s championship relay 
teams. lie also won the 220-vard 
dash. 

This is the second straight year that 
North has been represented by a 
strong track team and indications 
show that they will have another 
strong team next year.

The Bears started the season with 
two well earned victories over the Des 
Moines Catholic High and Maxwell 
aggregations by the score of 10-2 and 
8-0, respectively. They were then de¬ 
feated by Madrid, but from then 
on rung up five consecutive victories 
against Roosevelt, Waukee, Catholic 
High. Lincoln, and Maxwell before 
they were again downed by Madrid 
in a game played in a continuous rain. 

North drew a bye in the first round 
of the district meet at Madrid, and 
decidedly downed the Wellsburg nine 
by the score of 5 to 0. This game was 
featured by the pitching of Jack Stein, 
who pitched a no-hit, no-run game. 

At the time this story was written 
the teams still had games with 'Wau¬ 
kee and Roosevelt remaining. 
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A win over the Roosevelt club would 
give the Polar Bears another City 
Championship with a record of six 
victories against no defeats. 

The team was composed of four 
veterans from the state championship 
team of last year and the rest were 
rookies. The vets were Jack Stein, 
pitcher, who hung up a record of seven 
victories against one defeat; Lawrence 
Scalise, second baseman and spark¬ 
plug of the infield; and Junior Riggs, 
converted catcher, and Tom Bachman, 
outfielder. The rest of the team was 
composed of Jim Sutherland, first 
base: Wayne Barker, short stop; Art 
Sutton, third base, and Frank Haubert 
and Howark Zook, outfielders. Dar¬ 
rell Kiddie and Bob Johnson were 
used in the outfield and Wilber Nor¬ 
man and Dick Donner saw action on 
the pitching mound. 

This season was exceptional, con¬ 
sidering conditions, and would have 
been even more so in all probabilities, 
had there been better weather. With 
the exception of one game the weather 
was either cold or raining, and good 
ball playing under such conditions is 
practically impossible. However, 
North is proud of the team’s success¬ 
ful campaign.
